Niagara-on-the-Lake vot¬ 
ers were given the choice 
between experience and 
change to lead their munici¬ 
pality. They chose change. 

Local businessman Pat 
Darte will be the next lord 
mayor. He beat incumbent 
Dave Eke, a 20-year municipal 
politician who has served at 
every level, by more than 900 
votes - Darte with 3,627, Eke 
with 2,723. 

Darte was relaxed and con¬ 
fident Monday evening, and 
said he was not particularly 
surprised to be the new leader 
of the municipality as a first¬ 
time politician. 

"I'm not one for making 
assumptions, and I came into 
this with no preconceived idea 
about how it would work out. I 
just want to do the job." 

He says he felt strong sup¬ 
port as he went door-to-door. 

"I kept hearing people 
wanted change, but you never 
know if they're just saying 
that. I guess they meant it."

Darte campaigned on a 
proposal to bring a 
Catholic high school to 
NOTL, enhance health 
care despite provincial 
plans to close the local 
hospital, and provide 
strong, proactive leader¬ 
ship, promising change 
and a new direction.

Burroughs has

of his hope for another 
term as regional chair, but 
he knows there are strong 
contenders for the job.

New era for NOTL council 


Voter turnout in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake for the last municipal election 
was 48.65%. Monday’s count was 6,531 
ballots cast, for a total of 48.46%. 

Both numbers sound dismal, with 
less than half the eligible voters both¬ 
ering to go to the polls, yet it’s a num¬ 
ber other municipalities would boast 
about - NOTL certainly beat most of 
the Niagara regional municipalities. 
St. Catharines saw less than one-third 
of its voters go to the polls. 

Every election, it seems the story in 
NOTL is whether we'll see the veteran 
incumbents return or some new faces. 
This time round, we saw some of 
both. 

Three incumbents, including the 
lord mayor - and two of them long- 
serving veteran politicians - were not 
re-elected, surely enough to substan¬ 
tially change the dynamics at the coun¬ 
cil table. 

Most significant is the election of a 
new lord mayor - one with no political 
experience but significant practical 
expertise at leading boards and agen¬ 
cies in the public sector. How that 
knowledge and skill translate to lead¬ 
ing a municipal council will be inter¬ 
esting to watch, but the number of 
people who chose Pat Darte as the 
town's next lord mayor shows a level of 
confidence that he can do the job. 

It’s hard to watch election results 
when there are so many strong, com¬ 
mitted candidates vying for a chance 
to serve their community, and some of 
them, and their families, are under¬ 
standably disappointed. To those can¬ 
didates who were not successful, we 
say thanks for putting your name for¬ 
ward. It takes courage to run, whether 
incumbent or newcomer, never know¬ 
ing if the hard work that goes into cam¬ 
paigning will pay off. But whether or 
not a candidate has earned a place on 


council, every one of them has had 
something meaningful to contribute to 
the discussion of the future of NOTL, 
and will have helped influence 
change. 

For example, Bill Cowie put forward 
the idea of a dial-a-bus instead of a 
shuttle on a regular route where the 
numbers don’t warrant it. 

And Kenn Moody of St. Davids rep¬ 
resented his constituents when he said 
he wanted to do something about the 
grinder pump situation - all but two 
candidates at the meeting in St. Davids 
promised to re-open that issue if elect¬ 
ed. Let’s see what happens now. 

Congratulations to those who were 
successful. We look forward to working 
with each of you, and watching your 
role in the changing dynamic of a new 
council - especially John Wiens, a man 
well-respected in all corners of the 
community who we can expect to be a 
voice of reason and common sense. 

While Gary Burroughs will continue 
to represent us at regional council, he 
will be joined by fresh faces, and with 
new staff as well, this promises to be a 
new era of co-operation at the region, 
a welcome change. 

Even the public school board will 
see change, however slight, although 
once again it appears NOTL voters 
have little influence over who repre¬ 
sents them on either board. 

One of the recurring themes during 
this election campaign of candidates 
promising to listen to residents, indi¬ 
cating some frustration that this was 
not the case last term. That is a cue to 
residents to speak up, to let your repre¬ 
sentatives know your needs and expec¬ 
tations. Make sure they carry through 
on their promises to listen - that’s their 
job. 

The first council meeting is Dec. 1. 
We look forward to it.

Husky reopens after 
$10-million rebuild

The transformation 
to new and modern is 
complete, but the famil¬ 
iar smell of home- 
cooked comfort food 
hasn’t changed. 

It’s called a Husky 


Travel Centre, but it 
caters to two very dif¬ 
ferent groups of loyal 
customers, says 
Lawrence Richler, a 
vice-president on hand 
from the company’s 
head office in Calgary 
for the re-opening cele¬ 
bration of the restaurant 
and full-service gas sta- 


Located on York Rd.

But the Husky House 
Restaurant is also a commu¬ 
nity gathering place for locals, 
and has been since it opened 
30 years ago under the opera¬ 
tion of a local couple, Clare 
and Ray Palleschi. 

They have both passed 
away, but their two daugh¬ 
ters, Tracey Palleschi and Sue 
McCafferty, both living in St 
Catharines now, are carrying 
on for their parents. 

They run the retail end of 
the operation - the restaurant 
and what is now a full-scale 
convenience store, with pre¬ 
pared take-out food, plus 
milk and grocery staples for 
the busy person on the go. 

The restaurant has many 
regular customers, says 
Palleschi - some truckers, but 
as many are locals who stop 
in for coffee or a meal. She 
and her sister grew up them¬ 
selves in the restaurant while 
their parents work, and now 
serve meals to second-gener¬ 
ation families. 

Those who live nearby, in 
St. Davids and rural NOTL, 
have memories of the restau¬ 


rant as a life-saver during the 
days when the town suffered 
from frequent power outages, 
including one that went on 
for three days - Husky always 
had power, hot meals and 
fuel for generators. 

But he food has a reputa¬ 
tion for being more than just 
hot - it’s comfort food, with 
dishes like meat loaf made 
from their mother's recipe 
and served with large help¬ 
ings of mashed potatoes, says 
Palleschi. 

And once the sisters have 
setded in and the busde of 
the opening is behind them, 
they will return to the kitch¬ 
en, where they grew up, and 
go to work on some of the 
other favorites their parents 
served, like the barbecued 
ribs and pepper steak regu¬ 
lars remember from the days 
of the Sunday buffet. 

They don’t do the buffet 
any more but try to have 
some of the traditional fare 
that was offered now as regu¬ 
lar menu features, says 
Palleschi. 

The sisters, referred to as 
retailers in the company jar¬ 
gon - they look after a fran¬ 


chise that includes every¬ 
thing but the gas station - are 
glad to be back to work, after 
a $10 million, year-long 
rebuild that is much more 
modem and convenient than 
the kitchen and the restau¬ 
rant they worked in from the 
time they were old enough, 
where they did everything 
from cook to waitress. 

It’s the two women who 
make the Husky more than a 
truck stop or gas station, says 
Richler. 

Husky has 500 locations 
across the country, 50 of 
them truck stops, “but this is 
really unique. It’s definitely 
part of the community," he 
says, "and that’s because of 
Sue and Tracey, and the lega¬ 
cy of their father. They are 
what makes this different.” 

The gas station also car¬ 
ries marked diesel fuel, dyed 
to distinguish it from regular 
diesel and sold to farmers for 
tractors and farm equipment 
- or for any off-road vehicle - 
says Richler, and is appropri¬ 
ate for the area. 

Senior vice-president Bob 
Baird, also on hand from 
Calgary, says both the loca¬ 


tion and timing were right for 
the rebuild, something Ray 
Palleschi began talking about 
a decade ago. 

He didn’t live to see it, but 
he would be thrilled, said 
McCafferty. 

"It was a long time com¬ 
ing,” said Richler, “but the 
timing was excellent." 

“It’s part of the rejuvena¬ 
tion of the area, with the 
RCMP building across the 
street and the mall down the 
road,” said Baird, referring to 
the new Outlet Collection of 
Niagara. 

"And the spirit of their dad 
is here. He wanted so much 
to see this happen.” 

About half of the Huskys 
across the country have been 
torn down and rebuilt to 
modern standards, and in 
NOTL, that included an 
expensive environmental 
clean-up of the fuel tanks, he 

The new facilities employ 
35 local staff, have 122 seats 
in the restaurant and space 
in the newly-paved parking 
lot for more than 100 trans¬ 
port trucks. 

"A lot of that $10 million

The legislation went into 
effect Oct 15, and with the 
end of daylight savings time 
this weekend, it’s a good time 
to remind people to buy a 
carbon monoxide detector, 
says deputy fire chief Jo 
Zambito. 

“If your smoke detector is 
getting old, rather than 
replacing the batteries, it 
makes sense to buy a new 
unit that is also a carbon 
monoxide detector," he says. 

Alarms shouldbereplaced 
every seven to 10 years, he 

Detectors are required 
near all sleeping areas, he 
says - if all the bedrooms are 
on one floor, then just one 
detector is needed, “but if 
you have a bedroom in the 
basement or another level, 
you need one there as well” 

More is known about car¬ 
bon monoxide now than 
even a decade ago, and there 
is more awareness of the 
danger of what is known as 
the “silent killer" since it has 
no odor, colour or taste to act 
as a warning.

"You start to feel flu-like 
symptoms, including feeling 
lethargic, so you lie down. 
Maybe you worked all day, 
or know people who have 
the flu, so you assume that’s 
why you’re feeling fatigued. 
Then you lose the ability to 
think clearly. The only way 
you would know it’s carbon 
monoxide is if you have an 

Other symptoms include 
headaches, nausea, dizzi¬ 
ness, burning eyes, confu¬ 
sion, drowsiness and even¬ 
tually loss of consciousness. 
In severe cases, CO poison¬ 


ing can cause brain damage 
and death. 

The elderly, children and 
people with heart or respira¬ 
tory conditions may be par¬ 
ticularly sensitive to CO. 

He says the fire depart¬ 
ment is fielding “calls like 
crazy” from people who 
want more information 
about carbon monoxide 
detectors and the new legis- 

"People don’t know 
enough about it yet.” 

Detectors are required in 
any home that has fiiel-fired 
appliances - natural gas, 
propane or oil - or an 
attached garage, Zambito 


Unlike smoke, which 
rises to the ceiling, CO mixes 
with air, so alarms may be 
installed at any height, and 
many of the older models 
plug into electrical outlets, 
says Zambito. 

However, if a combina¬ 
tion smoke/CO alarm is 
used, and most are combi¬ 
nation now, it must be 
installed on or near the ceil¬ 
ing, to work as a smoke 
detector as well. 

They are available in a 
wide range of prices, from 
about $20 to $100, but one 
of the most important fac¬ 
tors when choosing is to 


check the expiration date, 

“And in a perfect world, if 
it’s a plug-in, we’d prefer it 
to have a battery back-up.” 

Since there may be more 
danger of a carbon monox¬ 
ide leak with an older fur¬ 
nace, it’s important to have 
your furnace checked annu¬ 
ally - and now is the best 
time, when the days are get¬ 
ting colder and you’re begin¬ 
ning to require heat, said 
Zambito. 

On average, more than 
50 people die each year from 
carbon monoxide poisoning 
in Canada, including 11 on 
average in Ontario. 


Below are some carbon 
monoxide safety tips from 
the office of the fire mar¬ 
shal: 

• Install at least one CSA- 
6.19.01 approved carbon 
monoxide detector outside 
bedrooms. However, it is 
advised to install one on 
every floor. 

• Check the expiry date of 
existing detector and replace 
any devices built before 
2008. Alarms need to be 
replaced every seven to 10 
years, depending on the 

• Have a licensed techni¬ 
cian inspect your fuel-burn¬ 
ing appliances (rfurnace, 


range, fireplace, water heat¬ 
er) annually, to ensure they 
are in proper working order 
and vented correcdy. 

• For families with older 
parents or relatives, help 
them inspect their detec- 

• Replace batteries in 
your detector annually, or 
opt for models with 10-year 
sealed lithium batteries that 
never need to be changed. 

•When a detector sounds, 
make sure everyone is out of 
the house and call 911. 
Exposure to carbon monox¬ 
ide reduces a person’s abili¬ 
ty to think clearly, so don't 
delay clearing out.

For Bruce Mair, it was a 
day to reflect on a fallen sol¬ 
dier in Canada — and the 
sacrifice made by many in 
Holland’s Battle of Bergen- 
op-Zoom. 

Saturday marked the 
annual parade by the 
Lincoln and Welland 


Regiment to remember an 
Oct. 1944 conflict. In it, the 
regiment played a key role 
in liberating the town from 
the Germans. 

Closer to home, two inci¬ 
dents this week have shaken 
a country and its military. 

It has also stirred up a 
sense of resolve and collec¬ 
tive vow to never forget. 

Warrant Officer Patrice 
Vincent, 53, of the Canadian 


Forces was killed Monday 
after being struck in a hit- 
and-run attack in St-Jean- 
sur-Richelieu, Quebec. 

On Wednesday, Cpl. 
Nathan Cirillo was mur¬ 
dered while standing guard 
at a National War Memorial 
on Parliament Hill. 

Cirillo, 24, was also a 
member of Hamilton’s 
Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders regiment. 


Thousands lined roads and 
bridges tribute to him Friday 
as his hearse was taken from 
Ottawa to his Steel City 
home. 

“We used to be part of the 
Hamilton regiment’s bri¬ 
gade,” said Mair, a Links and 
Winks reservist and mem¬ 
ber of the Niagara Regional 

“For several years, when 
we went out on larger exer¬ 
cises, we were paired with 
the Argylls,” he said in an 
interview inside the Lake 
Street Armoury, before the 
parade began. 

“So we worked with all 
those guys ... I didn’t know 
Cpl. Cirillo, but I certainly 
did know a lot of people in 
his chain of command, and 
a lot of his mates and lead- 

"My heart just goes out to 
those guys." 

As the parade organized 
inside the St. Catharines 
armoury, Mair was also set 
to become a lieutenant col¬ 
onel and new commanding 
officer of the regiment. 

"Some people have asked 
me today how I feel about 
it," said Mair, who joined the 
Canadian Armed Forces as a 
reservist at age 17, and lives

Craig Youdale, the dean 
of the Canadian Food and 
Wine Institute at Niagara 
College and manager of 
the team, which includes 
current students and 
recent graduates, said stu¬ 
dents worked from noon 
Saturday until 9 a.m. 
Sunday creating their cold 
meal program - the one 
that is all about looks, not 

"This is a trial run and 
we actually recreated the 
whole event. We recreated 
the timing, the food, every¬ 
thing, so what you see 
here, we're going to recre¬ 
ate this in three weeks in 
Luxembourg. This is exact¬ 
ly what the judges are 
going to see,” said 
Youdale. 

The team qualified for 
the championship after 
claiming victory at the 
Canadian Culinary 
Federation of Chefs and 
Cooks in October 2013. 

"It’s been a long day,” 
said Daniella Germond, a 
lead member of the junior 
team and a graduate of the 
culinary management pro¬ 
gram at Niagara College 
Sunday morning. 

“No sleep, but we’ve got 


it done on time. Everything 
looks really good. I think 
we’re pretty proud of our- 

Germond says everyone 
had spent countless hours 
propping for this day. 

They will be competing 
with teams from 14 other 
countties from Nov. 21 to 
27. 

The teams vying for the 
championship will be 
judged on a cold and a hot 

It’s called the cold meal, 
said Youdale, because “all 
the food is presented liter¬ 
ally cold. It’s not eaten, it’s 
only for presentation. It 
shows skill. It shows tech¬ 
niques. It shows color." 

He says their meal is 
made with fresh food, "so 
we can’t get it done too far 
in advance. That’s why we 
have to work through the 
night, because we present 
it in the morning.” 

Almost all of the ingre¬ 
dients used in their dishes 


are local, including salm¬ 
on, lobster, bacon, pork 
and venison. They wanted 
to have foods that repre¬ 
sent Canada, said 
Youdale. 

Also for the champion¬ 
ship they will create a 
three-course meal for 75 
people. 

Youdale says while the 
cold meal is about presen¬ 
tation, the hot meal is 
about flavour. 

“Each one is a little bit 
different, but (the cold 
meal) is the real marathon, 
a lot of work. I have 10 very 
tired individuals back 
there right now.” 

The students will be 
preparing an Olympic 
team dinner on Nov. 8 at 
the Benchmark restau- 

The dinner, which is 
their last event before they 
go to Luxembourg, will be 
a replica of the hot meal 
program they will present 
at the competition.

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Wynne discusses push for GO to region while in NOTL

QMI Agency Niagara 

Premier Kathleen Wynne 
met with local politicians 
and education officials dur¬ 


ing the Ontario Economic 
Summit in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake to discuss their contin¬ 
ued push to bring regular, 
year-round GO train service 
to Niagara. 

“I know what a high pri¬ 


ority it is and we have com¬ 
mitted to engaging them in a 
very serious way," Wynne 
said Friday morning, a day 
after the meeting. 

"It’s not a situation where 
I’m just saying, ‘Yeah, yeah, 
yeah, we’ll talk about it,’ I 
really want to understand 
what the parameters of the 
discussion can be and how 
we can work together.” 

Wynne, along with 
Transportation Minister 
Steven Del Duca, met with a 
number of regional mayors 
Thursday, as well as Niagara 
Regional Chairman Gary 
Burroughs, city and regional 
staff, St. Catharines MPP Jim 
Bradley and representatives 
from Brock University and 


Niagara College. They were 
asking for regular GO train 
service to come to Niagara 
Falls in the spring. 

While Wynne would not 
specifically say she’s com¬ 
mitted to bringing year- 
round GO train service to 
the region, or put a time 
frame on increased service, 
she is willing to discuss that 
possibility. 

“The minister of trans¬ 
portation and I had a very 
good meeting with a num¬ 
ber of regional mayors, con¬ 
vened by regional chair 
Burroughs and representa¬ 
tives from Brock and from 
Niagara College,” she said. 

“We need to make sure 
we’re working from the same 


assumptions. I know the 
importance of connectivity 
and that was one of the dis¬ 
cussions we had. The munic¬ 
ipalities are working on con¬ 
nectivity among themselves. 
They want to make sure that 
they are connected to the 
Greater Toronto and 
Hamilton area.” 

Diodati said Wynne was 
also given a business plan 
for bringing regular service 
to the region, which she will 
read on her trade mission 
trip to China. 

“It was a great meeting of 
minds and ideas. The mes¬ 
sage was clear and it was 
well received,” he said. “She 
was very open minded and 
honest with us and we were 


very clear at how symbiotic 
this will be, how it will 
strengthen not just Niagara, 
but Ontario as well.” 

Much of the infrastruc¬ 
ture necessary for this to 
happen is already in place, 
as shown by the summer GO 
trains from Niagara Falls to 
Union Station. 

He said it was ironic that 
the Queen’s Park contingen¬ 
cy was late getting to the 
meeting because of traffic 
and that it was not lost on 
Wynne howunified Niagara’s 
politicians, educational 
institutions and business 
community are on bringing 
year-round GO train service 
to the region.

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Helping grandmothers raise 
children orphaned by AIDS 


It's beautiful, colourful, 
painstakingly handmade and 
hand-painted jewelry, and it's 
creating a huge ripple. 

Each bead on a Kazuri 
bracelet, necklace or pair of 
earrings is shaped lovingly and 
carefully polished, fired, paint¬ 
ed and fired again, by a group 
of 350 Kenyan women. 

The jewelry is being sold by 
another group of women - 
grandmothers who organize 
die fair-trade purchase of jew¬ 
elry made by African mothers 
and grandmothers, ensuring 
the African women receive a 
decent wage, as well as benefits 
and good working conditions, 
for their work. 

Nyanya Terry Mactaggart is 
holding her third jewelry party 
hosted by Nyanays of Niagara, 
a group of “grandmothers and 
grand-others” who are part of a 


country-wide campaign raising 
funds to support the Stephen 
Lewis Foundation, which sup¬ 
ports African grandmothers 
struggling to raise more than 13 
million children orphaned by 
AIDS. 

Since the 2006 launch of the 
campaign, more than 240 
groups of Canadian grand¬ 
mothers have organized and 
more than $10 million has been 
raised to fund community orga¬ 
nizations in 15 African coun¬ 
tries, providing grandmothers 
with food, housing grants, 
school fees for their grandchil¬ 
dren and grief counselling. 

TheNOTLNyanyas—nyanya 
is the Swahili word for grand¬ 
mother—have recently received 
about 125 pieces of Kazuri jew¬ 
elry from their Ottawa counter¬ 
parts, a group of women who 
call themselves the 
Grandmother Connection. 
Their work is helping to make 
sure Kenyan women, often the 
sole breadwinners of extended 


families, work in bright, airy 
workrooms, on products that 
are free of toxic chemicals. They 
receive daily tea breaks and 
lunches, free on-site medical 
aid, hospital care and prescrip¬ 
tion coverage for themselves 
and their family, job rotation 
and three-months paid preg¬ 
nancy leave. 

The jewelry is distributed 
across Canada by the Ottawa 
women to other grandmother 
groups, who sell it as a fund¬ 
raiser for the Stephen Lewis 
Foundations’ Grandmothers to 
Grandmothers Campaign, and 
since they started this project, 
jewelry sales in Canada have 
raised more than $1 million. 

“That's an amazing contri¬ 
bution,” says Mactaggart. 

“And everyone loves the 
jewelry.” 

The Kazuri Jewelry Party will 
be held at Mactaggart’s home, 
from 10 a.m. until noon 
Monday, Nov. 3, at 324 Palatine
